This edition differs throughout from that with a similar imprint and the same date of whioh as 
many as eight copies are known to exist, four in England and four in the United States. 

The Facsimile has been made in opllotype at the Oxford University Press. It is preceded by an 
introduction, extending to nearly a hundred pages, by Mr. Alfred W. Pollard, in which after showing 
by literary and typographical evidenoe the place which the new quarto holds in the sequence of earl* 
editions, he subjects all the five quartos published before 1623 to a minute examination and carries 
a stage further some of the arguments advanced in his essay on Shakespeare Folios and Quartos. 
published in 1909. The new readings introduced in the successive Quartos and the First Folio are 
enumerated and classified, and while it is proved that the printer of the Folio had no authoritative 
souroe from which to correct mistakes in the text of which he was aware, a suggestion is made to 
account for the presence of a few readings in the Folio which editors are bound to aooept. It is 
contended that tne marked superiority of the First Quarto over all the later editions extends not 
only to the words of the text, but at least in the set speeches to the punctuation and emphasis - 
capitals, and that by attention to these muoh light is thrown on how Shakespeare intended oertaia 
passages to be delivered. 

While some of the conclusions attained affect only the play of Richard II, others apply to all 
the “ good quartos ”, and it is hoped that they may further oontribute to the rehabilitation of these 
and their rescue from the epithets ** stolen and surreptitious ” injuriously transferred to them bj 
most modern editors. 

Two hundred and fifty copies of the edition have been printed, of whioh about two hundred are 
available for sale.

The plates published in this volume for the first time were engraved between 
1820 and 1840 from the drawings made by the members of the Second Ionian Mission 
sent out by the Society of Dilettanti in 1811. These engravings were to have been 
issued in a companion volume to Part III. of the Antiquitie* of Ionia which was 
published in 1840. It was delayed, however, by the death in 1839 of William 
Wilkins, r.a., who had been the architectural expert of the Society from the time 
of the Mission, and was acting as editor of the work. While thus set aside for a 
time other links with the past were broken and new interest arose. Fellows 
travelled over the same ground again in 1838, and in 1846 Penrose made his 
proposals to the Society for his survey of the monuments of Athens, which was 
conducted by him according to fresh ideas of scientific accuracy. The engraved 
plates were thus forgotten until a set of proofs of them were given by the Society in 
1912 to the Royal Institute of British Architects, together with many of the original 
drawings. It was then pointed out that these engravings had never been published, 
and on enquiry being made as to the existence of the plates they were found in the 
custody of Messrs. Ross, the copper-plate printers.
